A n all-in-one highway department -everyinm g related rn in*- 
state trunk routes placed in an enlarged and inclusive departnient., 
free from politics and all competing .and opposed interests— is the 
big 1824 proposal for speeding immediate* and ultimate k<*<mI roads 
development in Minnesota. 
The idea is broached by Ernest T. Winship of Owatonna, who 
is a good roads advocate and farm er, automobilist and business 
man. Mr. Winship has served as president *»f the Minnesota State 
Automobile association, is president of the Minnesota Holstein 
Breeders* association, is a practical farm er and a business man of 
experience. 
He will present his proposal at the annua! meeting 
of the Minnesota State Automobile association on February 5 in 
Minneapolis and then to ether organization’s and the legislature. 
His plan would be to add to the present departm ent of high­ 
way construction and maintenance a commercial traffic bureau, 
highway police bureau and highway revenue bureau. 
The commercial traffic bureau is to lie charged wiih th*’ spe­ 
cial licensing and regulation of all commercial transport lines, 
passenger bus and for-hire freight trucks, with control oi rates 
and service. 
The highway police bureau is to be a force OI not to exceed 
IOO mounted men for enforcing reasonable speed ann traffic n f i l ­ 
iations, also loading limitations* and to promote public safety and 
protect highways from abuses. 
The highway revenue bureau is to collect motor vehicle taxi s. 
issue licenses, platen, ownership certificates, examine anil Ii cen st 
chauffeurs, etc.

The highway police proposal, says Mr. \i inship, is wholly 
different from the common state constabulary plan. 
The first 
thought after that of protecting the roads from abuso and misuse 
was that a field force would be necessary t > that encl. This brought 
out the advantage? of placing in the same agency the enforcement 
of reasonable, uniform speed and traffic regulations. 
' Mr. W inship’s proposals have not been discussed with Com­ 
missioner C. M. Babcock. 
This is a vital point. 
Th< average 
man does not vv is h to overload an efficient officer. 
Mr. Babcock 
has made a wonderful success in the stall' highway departm ent 
and it is not known if he wishes to shoulder still more responsi­ 
bility. 
The highway police proposal will be under question as it may 
give such police state-wide jurisdiction, and their duties must ire 
very clearly defined so as not to conflict with town and * runty 
authorities. 
The whole proposal is a most weighty o n e and needs mu h 
consideration and discussion to suit all interests concerned.
